more than 120 pounds. The de¬ 
vious amount was 160. This 
means that all families with rnore 
than eight persons will be held 
to 120 pounds for canning pur- 
. poses.

We call her out and show her 
a mushroom of dirty grey smoke 
rising over the other side of town. 
Doris immediatelv mounts her cy¬ 
cle and pedals off to find the In¬ 
cident. Tim accompanies her on 
his own machine, while I rush 
indoors and change into uniform, 
and then follow on my bicycle. 

On arriving at the scene of the 
catastrophe one finds the usual 
familiar “mess.”

GRACEFUL SHADE TREE: If 
I were asked, "What would you 
recommend for a nice shade tree 
for my patio?” I would be quite 
sure to answer: "An Evergreen 
Elm tree.” For a neat, cool- 
looking, graceful medium-sized 
tree it has everything to be de¬ 
sired in a shade tree. It only 
drops its leaves when it is putting 
out new ones in late winter, thus 
it gets its name, "evergreen elm.” 

Cultuke: The young trees have 
slender trunks and should be 
staked to keep them straight. The 
tips of the branches should be 
nipped back from time to time to 
thicken up the top growth. The 
lower branches can be cut off so 
that one can always walk under 
the tree with comfort. Fertilizer 
and water through the summer 
months will make the trees grow 
faster and the Evergreen ‘ Elm • is 
a fast-growing tree under these 
favorable conditions. 

The Valuabu: oak: We all 
know how much they value the 
Oak trees on the lots in Santa 
Anita Oaks and Rancho. A lot 
with a few Oak trees on it will 
bring' a much higher price than 
the one next to it without any 
trees; in fact it is almost Impos-

natural Oaks receive water only 
during the winter rains and get ‘ 
no fertilizer save the rotting of ■ 
its own leaves, while the Oak 
tree grown under cultivation re- ; 
ceives constant water and fer¬ 
tilizer. We consider the Live Oak , 
a moderately fast grower under 
favorable conditions. 

Blue Trees : IXirlng those beau¬ 
tiful days in June when you just 
cannot remain indoors, the Blue 
Jacaranda is In all its glory. 
There are several blocks in Sierra 
Madre that are blue with Jeca- 
randa blossoms at that time. One 
of them is North Mt. Trail Ave. 
lust above our nursery and look¬ 
ing towards the mountains. The 
Jacaranda is another tree that 
sheds its leaves just before the 
new ones come out, or if it is 
going to bloom, the foliage drops 
off and the blossoms come before 
the new foliage appears. 

Culture: Jacaranda trees 

should be staked while young to 
form a straight trunk. They 
should also be topped to make 
them branch. Water and fertil¬ 
izer, of course, to make them 
g^ow.

High above the square cir¬ 
cled proudly between 30 and 40 
aeroplanes, including three of the 
then new double-pontooned aqua¬ 
planes. A smartly uniformed 
young army captain who stood 
near me pointed these out and

arrived royal house of Savoy as 
symbolized by toe palace of the 
Quirinal. Even this official resi¬ 
dence of royalty was formerly the 
habitual '■■..nmer palace of the 
Popes Victor Emmanuel TI, the 
first king of United Italy, wm 
toe first temporal sovereign to 
live in the Quirinal and died there 
In 1878. 

And Mace then Rome has owed 
not a little of its color and pag¬ 
eantry to the royal ’■esidence at 
the Quirinal and to the sitting of 
the Italian parliament at the Pal¬ 
ace of Montecitorio or Chamber 
of Deputies, a few crowded 
streets down the hill, in the Piaz¬ 
za Cclonna, at the very heart of 
toe city. This huge square is it¬ 
self a sort of perpetual pageant 
froze*’ in architecture, surrounded 
as it is by great palaces, medieval 
and modern, with a fountain by 
Giaccamo della Ports and the an¬ 
cient towering column of Marcus 
Aurelius which has stood there 
1850 years to celebrate that phil¬ 
osopher-emperor’s victories over 
the Germans and Sarmatians—the 
ancient peoples of Poland and 
Ku.iMa. This magnificently carved 
column is 145 feet high, composed 


ion. He was very courteous and 
affable, and I suspected that no 
small part of his evident pleasure 
came from his enjoyrment in hear¬ 
ing my quaint attempts to speak 
his language. Soon came toe 
mounted guards in scarlet, gold j 


and silver, their helmets and erect 
swords flashing in the sun, their 


long ostrich plumes dropping from 
helmet to waist. Then came the 
state carriages containing various 
officials and some of toe cabinet, 
flanked by uniformed outriders 
and postilions. 

Just before i0 o'clock came, a 
richly caparisoned royal coach, 
through the open window of which 
we caught glimpses of Queen 
Elena, toe Crown Princess and 
toe Princess Mafalda, all mod- 
e.stly gowned and hatted, followed 
by several coaches containing La- 
die.s in Waiting and other mem¬ 
bers of the Court.

Draped above 
the arch were the two parts of 
the huge baldacchlno or canopy, 
drawn back at both sides, of 
heavy crimson velvet 20 feet long, 
surmounted by a great golden 
replica of the royal crown. The 
clock in toe square struck in deep 
tones the hour of 10.

It wasn’t much we could do in an 
emergency, but I am sure that I 
and my companions were never so 
welcome anywhere as at those 
houses we called on in those days. 
People stunned and standing in 
despair in their ruined homes 
would almost weep when three or 
four men came along and said, 
"Do you want any help?’’ And it 
is surprising what can be done in 
a short time. If there was no in¬ 
cident the next day, we would re¬ 
turn and continue with the pre¬ 
vious day’s work on the follo'i^ng 
•veuiug, but during the worst of 
this period we were often going 
to a different house of the dls- 
tr’et each day. 

The Home Guard had other du¬ 
ties as well. D-Day was approach¬ 
ing and we had to provide an 
armed party every night, ready to 
move off at a moment’s notice In 
case the Germans decided to 
counteract our Invaaion by land¬ 
ing atr-bomc troops or sabateurs 
in this country. 

On several occasions T was on 
duty at night and could wratch 
these missiles roaring across 
country to I.ondon. We heard 
many explosions in the distance 
where these things bad hit the 
great ba’loon barrage raised like 
a high fence aroimd the South 
and Southeast. Also the continu¬ 
ous roll and Trimble of gun fire 
indicated that the A A gunners, 
near the coast, were putting up 
tremendous barrages of fire. 

In the early stages we .some¬ 
times saw our Spitfires and Tem¬ 
pests chasing the flying bombs, 
and shooting them up, but later 
the fighter boys tackled them 
further out In the country. Only 
a fraction got through but they 
Were quite enough. Fortunately, 
fatal casualties were comparative¬ 
ly few, and in.hiriea mostly from 
^ying gloss, but the explosions 
were stunning In their power and 
I used to fe.'l very sorry for the 
children, mothers and old people. 
Nearly all the victims were amaz¬ 
ingly brave and London still 
seemed able to "take It." 

Then came the time when the 
"Armies pushed through 
jYance and captured the flying 
bomb sites. ’Icings came to a 
holt, and that adventure was over, 
or nearly so. 

We still get an occasional one. 
laimchc-d from the air. I am told, 
but thev arc rare. I am afraid 
our troubles arc not over yet. Mr. 
V-2 U with us, a gentleman that 
arrives ia carpet slippers, at least 
you don’t hear him until he Is 
here or there. I won’t discuss 
him, *rut If this letter interests 
you, I ma" write something about 
him another time—assuniing all 
goes well with us.
